This 
us  to  the  question  of  this  mk 
discusson — Are  we  judging 
our  way  of  thinking,  very  hi 
ful  instructions  for  Christians  in 
regard  to  judging  our  fellow 
Christians  are  found  in  the  four- 
teenth chapter  of  Romans  and  it 
is  our  purpose  to  mention  two 
main  thoughts  in  regard  to  judg- 
ing. These  thoughts  are,  1.  A 
Forbidden  Course,  and  2.  A  Com- 
manded Course. 

In  connection  with  the  forbid- 
den course  in  judging,  we  have 
an  admonition  and  an  analysis. 

The  admonition  is  relative  to 
those  who  eat  or  do  not  eat  cer- 


not;  and  let  not  him  which 
eateth  not  judge  him  that  eateth: 
for  God  hath  received  him" 
(Rom.  14:2-3).  Observe  here, 
please,  that  neither  the  man  who> 
is  strong  in  the  faith  and  eats 
all  things,  nor  the  man  who  is 
weak  in  the  faith  and  only  eats 
herbs,  is  to  despise,  or  judge  in 
the  sense  of  condemnation,  the 
other  brother.
